Montreal, Juno 21. — Aid. Profon- 
tsine hag instituted libel suits against 
tho Gazette, le Monde, tho Mail and 
Mr. Marcel, present member for Cham- 
bly, for acousing him of taking rjl,- 
100 bribe from Senecal in connection 
with the Longuovie scheme. The dam- 
ages in each case am laid at $10,000, 
and criminal proceedings are also 
threatened.

— Thomas 
Remshaw, a prominent settler, while 
fishing in Musquash river above tha 
rapids, fell in and was drowned, hia 
two children witnessing his struggles 
from the bank. 

Brantford, Juno 22. —A brick 
building occupied by Ramsay, saeh, 
blind and door manufacturer; Sclnnid- 
lin, machinery, end Stubbs, blacksmith, 
was completely destroyed by fire. 

Halifax, June 22. — When the 
sheriffs court opened yesterday the 
missing ballot box in connection with 
the Annapolis election was produced 
and the result was doclured as follows: 
Attorney-General Longley, Secession- 
ist, 1,552; Andrews, Conservative!, 
1,539; Munro, Secessionist, 1,533; Elli- 
son, Conservative, 1,528. The belief 
prevails that the ballot box was tam- 
pered with and a very bitter feeling 
prevails. A recount was demanded.

CANADA. 
Toronto, June 28.— -Tho Mail's Ottawa 
correspondent denies upon high authority 
tho statements recently published that 
the Dominion government, at tho in- 
stanoe of tho imperial authorities, have 
rolsxed thoir measures for tho protection 
of Canadian tishories. On tho aontrary, 
there has boon no interference of any 
kind t»n tho part of the homo government, 
aud tho Dominion government is deter- 
mined in future, as in the past, to strictly 
onforou the law against United States 
tlahiuu; vessels found violating tho treaty. 

ENGLAND. 

London, .lane ^8.— -In Ireland 77 
Parnollite candidates will meet with no 
opposition; sovon seats will bo contested. 
Ii> Scotland tho unionists and conserva- 
tives will contest tJO out of 72. 

Froude, tho historian, writes that tho 
Irish will bo loyal and obodtont if justly 
governod. They aro aB little capable of 
governing thomselvea aB a ship's orow or 
any English public sohool. Tho proposed 
legislation would plaoe » loyal and wealthy 
minority at tho mercy of the mutir.oua 
and worthless. It is tho most promising 
expedient ever proposed to recover shaken 
allegiance. The proposals of Gladstone 
are a repetition of thoBo attempts under 
varying forms which al.vays headed to- 
wards disaster. 

Cardinal Manning has written a letter 
denying the statement oirculutod that ho 
was an opponent of homo rule. 

Chamberlain writes saying ho has 
aarnestly desired to avoid anything liko 
a personal controversy with tho premier, 
but in tho statement the premier made on 
Friday, alluding to the plan of the Irish 
lund purchase he said Chamberlain re- 
quested him to have printed for submittal 
to tha government calls for hia imme- 
diate notice. Chamberlain thou goes on 
to deny the statement and explains what 
he really did say. He says ha hopes at 
some future time, when in a position to 
develop tnem in the light of otlicial in- 
formation, to submit his viovvs to general 
criticism. At present all ho will say is 
that thoy differ in every essential par 
tioular from tha government's plan. 
Above all this, thoy do not contemplate 
tho establishment of a separate and prac- 
tical independent legislative body at Dub- 
lin. On the contrary, they prenarvj tho 
maintenance and unquestioned authority 
of the imperial parliament. 

When the enso of Cyrus W. Field 
against Henry Libouchere, editor of tha 
Truth, for libel was called for hearing, 
the attorney-general, on bjhalf of Labou- 
chers, withdrew the plea justification and 
oxpressod Labouchere's rogrot for pub- 
lishing the article, and stated that he and 
Sir Hanry James, Mr. Field's counsel, 
had sgresd upon the amount that would 
be paid by Labonohere in satisfaction of 
costs, and asked thu judga to diaoharga 
tho jury. 

SCOTLAND. 
E»iNUuaun, Juno 28, — Balruddory 
Mansion, at Dundee, owned by Martin 
White, of Now York, was destroyed by 
firo to-day. Loss, §250,000. 

KGMABKABLE ESCAPE. 

A Child Palls prom a Flvino Train anu 

is Uninjured. 

Albany (N. T.) Times, Juris tha 17th, 

Among the passengers who arrived 
in this city at 6:50 A. a. to day was 
Mrs. Bordeau of Clean, who was on 
her way to Boston. She occupied an 
apartment in ono of the sleeping 
couches from Binghampton lust night 
and was accompanied by two small 
children. She aroso this morning dron- 
ed one, a little boy of 3, and leaving it 
in charge of a couplo who said thoy 
were coming to this city, entered the 
toilet room with the other, When »ho 
roiurned the littlo fellow was gone, and 
it is supported he wandered to tho end 
of the car and the door being opened, 
walked out and fell from the jjlutforni. 
The couplo with whom alio had left the 
child knew nothing of it and tha moth- 
er was almost frantic. The conductor 
and other train men were called in, 
but as the train was speeding at about 
thirty miles sn hour and was then 
near the city, it was ooncluded to. come 
here and set the telegraph at work. It 
waB thought the child fell from the 
train near Delmar (formerly Adams- 
ville), only a few miles from this city, 
but nothing could be learned from 
there ov«r the wires during tho morn- 
ing. On her arrival in this city officer 
Devine ana Sergeant Bailey, who wero 
at the depot, did all thoy could for the 
grief-stricken mother, and she was 
placed in the ladies room in the depot 
building until tidings of her little one 
could be learned. 

Aftor some hourH news came that 
he had been found, and bettor still that 
ho was not much hurt. A little girl 
found him by the track at Kilbourn's 
woods, near Slingerlanda, bleeding 
from a slight wound in tho baek of hi& 
head. Ho was put aboard the local 
and arrived at 12:30. After being tak- 
en to hie mother, ho began to play 
about the depot platform. Mrs. Bor- 
den and her children left on the 1 :<10 
p. It. train for Boston. Her husband 
ii an officer in the Exchange Bank at 
Olean,

EXTRAORDINARY CRIME. 

Two Sisters Commit Murder 'and One 
Tries to Poison the Other. 

PARIS, June 20. — In the village of 
Gorland, on the Rochelle and Niorfc 
canal, near the termination of the 
marshes of La Vendee, two sisters lived 
in a small cottage. Julie was married 
to a wood-chopper named Porrin, and 
the three lived together in poor cir- 
cumstances. About a month ago an ab- 
sconding cashier from Paris obtained 
lodgings in this cottage, and incautious- 
ly exposed his money. The unmarried 
•ister conceived tho idea of robbing 
him and going to Paris to set up as a 
dressmaker. In order to accomplish 
this sho put arsenic in a tumbler of 
spiced wine she gave the travgllor be- 
fore going to bed. Ho died in great, 
agony during the night. Finding is im- 
possible to disposo of the body alone, 
she let her Bister into the secret, and 
they shared the money and carried out 
the body and concoalod it in the marsh- 
es. The unmarried sister, who namo is 
Nannetto Fagart, still resolved upon 
possessing the entire amount, and to 
carry out her design she made a 
jug of lemonade a fow days ago 
and having dosed it with 
arsenic she placed it conspicuously on 
the table whoro hor married sister and 
her husband would be sure to see it 
on thoir roturn from tjhe fields whero 
thoy were weeding. The man drank ti 
umblorful of tho mixture and died in 
a fow hours, while his wife, who had 
only tasted a little, escaped. She got up 
early in the morning and let herself 
quietly out of tho house, when she ran 
along tho road in tho direction of Roch- 
elle until she met a gendarme, to 
whom she denounced her si.stor as tho 
murdro*H of her husband. Upon Nan- 
netto boing arrested, she told the 
story of the murder of the Paris 
cashier, and Mmo. Perrin was also ar- 
rested, and both are now iu gaol 
awaiting their trial.

SBIFpiNQ SCENES. 

The slasderors shift the scenes with n 
rapidity which 'would Burpriae the moat 
deft pantomimist. A b few days ngo the 
editor of The Colonist wus represented aa 
thanking his Maker (hut ho whs not a Brit- 
isher. When this charge was douiod it was 
stated that ho thanked God ho was not an 
Englishman. Another denial brought 
forth the statement that there were "living 
witnesses" who woro prepared to como for- 
ward and confound the naughty editor. 
When the names were domundod they were 
not forthcoming. Tho uoit accusation 
was that iu the troublous tiui6s of 1805 to 
1870 ho was an annexationist. Tho public 
were told that column aftor column from 
bis pen oouldjbe produced ttova'The Colonist 
to substantiate the charge of disloyalty 
against him. Confronted with the files of 
The Colonist, which show tho very oppo- 
nito, tho slanderers thou asserted that the 
Chronicle — Mr. iliggins' first paper — was 
an annexation paper. To prove this asser- 
tion tho name of Walford Harries — as fino 
a specimen of the English gentleman as 
was over connected with tho press ol any 
country— was dragged from the grave 
as a witness. Mr. Harries, poor 
fellow, is dead these many years, and 
bis evidence cannot be takeu. But i( he 
were in tho llesh we would stand or fall by 
his testimony. Next, Mr. MoClure is 
referred to as a loyal man. .Mr. MoOlure is 
dead since lffl"; but, unfortunately for the 
persons who have called him up from the 
cemetery, the record lie left liehind him iu 
this province goob to show that he was 
thoroughly disloyal to the British crown. 
He was an annexationist, and his paper — 
the Telegraph-- was run in tho interest of 
tho annexation party, ns opposed to Tin 
Colonist, then, as now, a loyal publica- 
tion. The only annexation meeting 
ever hold iu the province wus addrossed 
by Mr. McCluro. C. B Young presidod 
unci for severely commenting on Mr. 
Young's disloyal conduct the editor of 
this paper wus sued for libel ; but a loyal 
jury brought in a verdict for the defend- 
ant. Next the public was told that a Mr. 
Havelock hud been told by some person 
something that if repeated would reflect 
injuriously upon Mr, Higgins. But Mr. 
Havolock is in Englnnd and cannot bo 
communicated with for many days. As a 
home thrust it was finally stated that 
Mr. McMillan sold out lii; interest in tho 
Chronicle and shortly afterwards proceed- 
ed to San Francisco on an annexation 
mission. Mr. McMillan sold out his in- 
terest in the Chronicle in 18C3 and did 
not visit San Francisco until four years 
afterwards. This mission was denounced 
in The Colonist at tho time, as the 
tiles will bIiow. Tho reader will 
see from thie and preceding articles 
how utterly groundless are tho charges of 
disloyalty that have been preferred against 
ua. There is not an atom of truth in any 
of them. They have boon concocted by 
ignorant und slanderous men who have 
not been long enough here to know any- 
thing of the public men or of the prov- 
ince, and who imagined that they could 
carry the approaching elections by resort- 
ing to a system of abuso and villification 
which has never before been attempted 
in this country, and never will be again 
after the 7th of July, when the public in- 
tend to put tho seal of condemnation 
on this peculiar class of journalism. SVe 
allude, of course, to the Times' manage- 
ment, whose blaokguardly articles have 
driven from the ranks of the opposition 
nearly ovory respectable man and in- 
sured an onsy victory for tho government 
party. We have fed these '"vipers" on a 
"file" of Tht Colonut for some days past. 
It has not agcoed with their digestion, 
and it is not proposed to continue tho 
discussion at present; but we cannot 
help — in justification of the loyal char- 
acter of the dead and gone Chronicle — 
offering just one extract from a leading 
article written by Mr. Higcrins for that 
paper just twenty-one years ago. It will 
bo seen that not only was he then, us 
now, oppoBod to annexation; but that he 
was an advocate of confederution, a ques- 
tion which had then begun to occupy tho 
minds of Eastern politicians.

* * * "Let tho people of the colo- 
nies only understand that by annexation 
they must not only go overwhelmingly 
into debt, but must abandon that' happy 
mean they now enjoy between the arbi- 
trariness of English institutions on the 
one hand and tho tyranny of tho many in 
democratic America on tho other — that 
they must not only forfeit all they are but 
all they may become, by committing 
themselves to an indissoluble union with 
tho United States, and there need be few 
apprehensions us to tho course they will 
elect to take. Let them reflect, too, that 
coming at this late hour to olfur their 
oountry and nationality to n people who 
do not ask thorn, though they would not 
bo regarded ub low as tho Mexicans, they 
must be looked upon as v:ry degenerate 
whites, and nil their honor and dignity 
would disdain such humiliating nyoophan- 
cy. There is, we are persuaded) a convic- 
tion in the minds of the colonists of Brit- 
ish America, that by borrowing both from 
America and the mother country, they 
can sot before the world an example of a 
free government, in which the bent fea - 
tures of both may bo embodied, and their 
most obvious evils avoidod."

ITIr. Bunsntuir Explains How 
and Why he ltuilt the 
Island Railway. 

(Nanaimo Free Press.) 
The clear, lucid and exhaustive expla- 
nation given by Mr. R. Dunsmuir in his 
able speeches in this city anil at Welling- 
ton, must have convinced every reasona- 
ble thinking man that his connection 
with the procuring and carrying out of 
the contract for tho construction of tho 
Island railway was meritorious, and ahould 
not have brought down on him the con- 
demnation of his fellow residents in the 
city of Nanaimo. Even that arch-agitator 
— O'Brian, — who was the principal cen- 
tral tiguro uf that agitation, admitted 
publicly it tho meetings held in this city 
and Wellington that Mr. Dunsmuir had 
acted in u straight forward, conscientious 
and commendable manner in obtaining 
this railway charter and thus protecting 
his own interests and tho intoroBtB of the 
people of thia district. The two Bpoecbea 
recently delivered by Mr. Dunsmuir iB 
tho first explanation that tho people uf 
this province have received from him of 
his connection with tho railway negotia- 
tions, and it is safe to aay that tho expla- 
nation is deemed most satisfactory by al- 
most tho entire people Even the most 
bittor opponents of tho Settlement act, 
after hearing tho lucid explanation say 
that it places Mr. Dunsmuir in a much 
more favorable light, and are willing to 
give him due praise for his energy, enter- 
prise and shrewdness in carrying out audi 
an undertaking. Now that more light 
has been thrown on the subject the peo- 
ple see tho risk they ran from strangers 
getting control of thoao lauds, who would 
of necessity have been compelled to open 
up mines ot a distuncu from Nanaimo and 
thus depreciate the value of property and 
lesson the chances for work in thia city 
and adjacent districts. True it is that in 
doing thia Mr. Dunsmuir protected his 
own interests, but that protection extend- 
ed to the Vancouver Coal company and 
ovory owner of property in Nanaimo City 
and District. We publish an outlino of 
his speech in this iasuo and our readers 
can therefore see tho explanation given 
and form thoir own conclusions. 



British Columbia. 

British Columbia has jorae to the front 
since the practical completion of the Ca- 
nadian Pacific railway, tully as rapidly as 
hor svell wishers had confidently predict- 
ed. Enough is known already respecting 
the province to arouse keen interest in it 
amongst intending emigrants, and to fos- 
ter the belief that its attractions are such 
as to draw to it a fair proportion of tho 
surplus capital und labor of tho Old 
World. But further information of a 
more detailed charuoter is being daily 
sought, and efforts aru being promptly 
made to Bupply it. Messrs. Allsop aud 
Mason, of London and Victoria (British 
Columbia), have issued a pamphlet by 
which usoful work in this direction will 
doubtless be done. Tho writers ami at 
calling attention to tho immense undevel- 
oped wealth of tho province, and its great 
importance to the commerce of the world. 
Hence they briefly, but clearly indicate 
the varioty and commercial value of its 
fish, timber, and mineral resources; its 
scenic attractions; and the advantages it 
oll'ors as a place of reBort for health or re- 
creation. They specially emphasise tho 
opportunities which aro now afforded of 
advantageously investing in the province 
tho capital which, to quote the pamphlet, 
"always appears in England in excess of 
demand. ' Writing upon tho strength of 
a business experience in British Colum- 
bia, which extends over a period of twon- 
ty-threo years, Messrs. Allsop ,fc Maaon 
point out the modes of investment which 
ean be specially recommended, and the 
information they aro able to furnish will 
doubtless be sought for buth by capital- 
talists and emigrants interested in a prov- 
ince, than which Lord Lome declared 
"there was no fairer land in the world." 
— Canadian Oaxette. 



'■'he Labor Question , 



Millions of acres of fertile land lie 
untouched, and there is not enterprise 
enough tu attack it. Our over-popula- 
tion tinda the allurements of the city 
too pleasant to be left, and the corners 
of the streets and tho cheap saloons aro 
filled with the enterprising Oaliforni- 
ans who claim to have built up a city 
and established a great commonwealth 
in thirty years. Wliy is it that with 
all those millions of acres lying fallow 
we coinpluin of poverty in Sun Fran- 
cisco? Is it because those who hold 
the land demand exorbitant rates'/ No. 
Go, for instance, to Mr, Haggin to- 
morrow and ask him upon what tonus 
ho will let an induNtrious fanner have 
500 acres, and you will find bim open 
to givo every assistance to poor men. 
1b it because the country is over-popu- 
lated) No. It cannot be, for the high 
price of labor often makci; a luxuriant 
crop a loss to the farmer This may 
sound like a paradox, but it is the fact. 
There is a point where tho mere ex- 
pense of cutting and harvesting is too 
great for profit, and t ho cost of clearing 
the Holds of grain that cannot be sold 
at u profit makes a loss sometimes in 
the best of seasons. This labor ques- 
tion is at the bottom of all tlis difficul- 
ty, and the loafing habits of San Fran- 
cisco's working population urn at the 
bottom of the labor question, — San 
Francisco a Letter. 



Tun power which water has to trans- 
port or carry is now usually appreciated. 
This power increases as the flixth powor 
of the velocity, so that a stream flowing 
six times us fast as another will bo able to 
transport. 46,666 timoa more mutter. The 
flowing data are often used by engineers 
in calculating the scouring effects of water 
on tho bottoms of rivers. Fino clay is 
hardly affected by a velocity of three 
inches a second. Fine sand ifl rainod by 
Bix inches por second, while a velocity of 
eight inches will raise Band as coarao iib 
liiiBood. Pine gravel iB swept away at 
twelve inches per seoond, and twenty- 
four inches per seoond (one and one-third 
miles an hour) takes off pebbles about 
one inch In diameter. When the velocity 
gets up to thirty-six fool por second, or 
about two miles per hour — and this iH 
about two-thirds tho rate of an ordinary 
walker— pieces of rock aa large as an ogg 
are carried off.

Gladstone Receives nn Ovation 
in Liverpool. 

Piilice Ln it hold Made Keifcnt 
of Bavaria. 

Prince Mural and Iiij Sou'» 
IVauicu Stricken from the 
Army Koll. 

ENGLAND. 
LIVERPOOL, Juno 28. -Gladstone this 
afternoon addrosaod tho electors of Liver- 
pool in Hengler's circus, and he was ro- 
ooivod with boundless enthusiasm. The 
circus was crowded to its utmoBt capacity, 
5,000 persons being present. Hundreds 
of people were unable to gain admittance 
and crowded around the outside. Mr. 
Gladstone said tho onthuaiasm in favor of 
homo rule surpassed anything he had wit- 
nessed during his life. Tho liberal party, 
ho said, was as a rule not supported by 
the dukes, Bquires, clergymen, or of tho 
established church, officers of the army 
and bo forth. Wherever there wbb a high 
privilege of tho public endowed profession 
almost ovory member of that profession 
was an atlti liberal, but from the legal 
and medical professions, which were now 
open, tho liberals roceived a fair share of 
support. Tho question was whether tho 
masses were able constitutionally to over- 
bear the classes, because it had alwayB 
been shown that whorovor truth, justice 
and humanity were c mcornod tho massos 
were iu the right and tho classes in the 
wrong. He would allow thia by reference 
to Lord Randolph Churchill, whoso name 
he had not mentioned before during the 
canvasB, and which ho did not suppose he 
would havo occasion to mention again. 
Ho had been told that Lord Randolph 
Churchill had a good deal to say about 
him, but ho ( Mr. Gladstone) had not taken 
tho trouble to inquire. It was very dif- 
ficult to describe Churchill, but if he 
could cut out one-half of his qualities, ho 
might make with tho other half a valuable 
and distinguished public servant. Church- 
ill, however, admitted that the classes 
go wrong, that the Pall Mall clubs might 
go wrong, but that the people never erred. 
Mr, Gladstone said they would not err on 
this occasion. Parliament, ho said, had 
been paralyzed because of tho Irish ques- 
tion, and i* would remain paralyzed un- 
less the homo measure of justice was 
passed. 

London, June 28. — Mr Gladstone will 
remain at Uawardon a week and will 
then como to London. Thomas Power 
O'Connor speaking at Liverpool this 
evening ridiculed the argument that the 
passage of Mr. Gladstone's bill would re- 
sult iu Hooding England with Irish labor. 
On the contrary ho said it was the act of 
union that caused a vast incursion of 
Irishmen into (ircit Britain and Amorica 
with the consequent lowering of wages.

Judge Henry Finds (in* Sentence 
llleKiil and Order* the Pris- 
oner DfscliarK<ed. 

Objection oi the Crown Counsel. 

Correspondence Mall. 

Ottawa", Juno 18. — In the Exchequer 
Court chambers Mr. Justice Henry gavo 
bis decision this afternoon in the case of 
Robert B. Sproule, on an application for 
habeas corpus. Sproule waa sentenced to 
bo hanged for the killing of a minor 
named Thos. Bammill in British Colum- 
bia in dune, 1885. It appeared that the 
trial of the prisoner took place at Victoria 
instead of Kootonay. An application waa 
made for habeas corpus on the ground that 
tho order for the renewal of ihu trial of 
tho prisoner was defective in that no pro- 
vision waa made for expenses and tho 
providing of witnesses for the defence. 
Several reprieves had besn granted the 
prisoner to permit of tho matter being de- 
cided by the courts. The judgment ar- 
rived at by Mr. Justice Henry to day waa 
to tho effect that there was no jurisdiction 
to try the prisoner at Victoria, that the 
learned judge had no jurisdiction to try 
on a commission issued by the Lieutenant- 
Governor, and that therefore the prisoner 
.was not tried, that tho trial - was a nullity 
and tho sentencb illegal, and that under 
those circumstances he would order tho 
discharge of the prisoner. 

Mr Gormully, for the Crown, objected 
that his Honor had no p .vor to order the 
discharge, but simply had power to grant 
tho writ of habeaa curpn.i applied for. He 
said he had not consulted the officers of 
the Crown on this point. 

Judge Henry remarked that after Mr. 
Goriiuilly had consulted tin. Crown officers 
ho would be prepared to hear him and Mr. 
Mclntyre, who appeared fur ihe prisoner.

The libel suit of Ara Farna.ro, jus- 
tice of tho peace for the town of 
Worth, against the Chicago Tribune 
for $10,000 came up lately in Judge 
Oollin's court. The justice had been a 
witness in a ease tried in the superior 
court growing out of financial transac- 
tions of a firm engaged in the business 
of collecting deb's. A correspondent 
commented on Justice Faruhara'a testi- 
mony and intimated that he must have 
been in league with the collecting firm. 
It was on this that tho libel suit was 
based. Tho case came up on a general 
demurrer, alleging that the article com- 
plained of was not libellous. The at 
torney for the paper read a number of 
decisions both English and American 
relative to libel slander suits brought 
by justices of tho peace, constables 
and other officials. In one of these ren- 
dered by an English judge, it was held 
that it was not libel to call a justice of 
the peace ignorant because he is not ex- 
pected to bo a man of much learning. 
Another decision rendered by a New 
England court hold that *:o call a jus- 
tice a "lunk head scoundrel" was no li- 
bel, for the same reason and another 
held that it was not libel to call a 
squire an ass becauso the assertion 
that he was allied to this long-oared 
animal was no reason why he should be 
removed from office. Judge Collins 
sustained tho demurrer and ' dismissed 
the bill, holding that the case was one 
of those in which an action for libel 
will not stand unless specific damage! 
are alleged as the result of of tho pub- 
lication.
